BTr.  Chairman,  Laxiles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended.  31st  December,  1959, 

The  Vilal  Statistics  set  out  under  Section  A enow  some  variations 
from  the  figinoes  for  England  and  Wales o Then,-'  nere  rather  more 
deaths  than  usual  and  this  also  ^ plies  to  the  Infcsnt  Mortality  and 
Stillbirth  Rates  which  are  raised,  although  here  numbers  are  so  small 
that  they  are  not  of  great  significa.nce  . Of  the  adult  deaths,  the 
ma„1orlty  were  due  to  vascular,  cardiac  or  circulatory  changes  in 
elderly  people.  Influenza  was  only  responsible  for  four  deaths  and 
Tuberculosis  for  one.  Qn.cc  again  there  were  no  deauhs  due  to  Acute 
Infectious  diseases;  in  fact  with  the  exception  of  measles  very  few  cases 
were  notified. 

Vaccination  a.gainst  Poliomyelitis  proceeded  steadily  and  the 
number  of  children  dealt  with  have  been  fairly  satisfactory.  The 
response  from  adults  between  25-40  Years  has  hov/ever  been  disappointing. 
Further  details  are  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Coijnty 
Medical  Officer  who  is  responsible  for  these  arrangements.  I have 
for  the  first  time  included  full  details  of  the  Diptheria  immunisation 
state  of  the  child  population  (1.7),  This  shows  that  the  Immunity 
Index  is  45%  which  is  far  too  low,  (over  60%  being  essonfiai.  to 
guard  against  an  outbreak  of  the  disease).  It  will  be  observed  that  many 
children  were  immunised  ri,,ore  than  5 years  ago,  and  are  not  included 
in  the  calculations.  For  this  reason  I strongly  recommend  a booster 
at  10  Years  old  in  addition  to  the  usual  doses  in  infancy  and  at  5 Years. 

Protection  against  Smallpox  is  far  more  satisfactory  approximately 
8/5%  of  children  under  1 year  having  been  vaccinated. 

Dudley  Miniature  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  District 
at  the  end  of  July  (see  P,21)  Uo  active  cases  of  the  disea,se  were 
discovered  although  a number  of  other  conditions  wove  referred  to 
the  Chest  Clinic.  The  response  to  the  Unit’s  visit  was  not  good 
but  , s there  was  only  one  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tubercalowis  notified 
by  Medical  Pr.actitioners  duriujg  the  Year,  one  can  only  assume  that 

there  is  little  to  detect. 

The  Council’s  water  undertaking  has  now  been  handed  over  to  the 
East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company,  An  assurance  was  given  ehat 
steady  progress  would  be  made  with  the  Southern  Parishes  Scheme 
and  it  is  fairly  certain  that  other  improvements  will  be  made  within 
the  next  two  or  three  years. 

Apart  from  a small  Sewerage  scheme  in  the  Summerfield  area,  no 
major  projects  were  carried  out  in  this  field  during  the  year. 
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There  no  Council  house  building,  but  nuixerous  plans 
have  been  ''’or...-idered  for  Old  People^s  accommodation  and  for  houses 
for  sale  in  'hie  near  future,  twelve  houses  are  also  to  be  erected 
at  Cutna'h',  In  the  mee:'h:’me  steady  progress  has  been  made 

with  the  Clearance  Drcprammer,  which  may  be  said  to  be  two-thirds 

complete  c here  houses  will  have  to  be  constructed  hov/ever  before 
completion  i-  possible,  as  there  are  at  present  quite  a number  of 
tenants  whom  it  hes  not  been  possible  to  move. 

With  establishment  of  this  Committee  concerned  solely  v/ith 
Public  H(;>al+h  I i'.o-pe  there  will  be  more  time  devoted  to  health  matters. 
At  the  sa.me  tiiu'.  I 'VQi.ld  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Housing 
(and  General  Pr.rpoeer)  Committee  for  the  consideration  he  has  shown 
me  in  the  past  and  in  fact  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
courtesy.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  Water  Supply 

Necfotiations  with  the  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company 
continued  during  the  year,  and  were  brought  to  a successful 
conclusion  with  the  signing  of  the  East  Worcestershire  (Droitwich 
Rural)  Order  1960.  This  resulted  in  the  transfer  of  all  the 
water  undertakings  of  Droitwich  Rural  District  u’ouncil  to  the 
Company  with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  N'-rtlebury , which 
is  to  be  included  in  the  proposed  North  West  Worcestershire  Joint 
V/ater  Board’s  area. 

Future  proposals  by  the  Company  incluie  tne  construction 
of  a 150,000  gallon  reservoir  and  a 100ft.  water  tower  on 
Yew  Tree  Hill,  Newland,  Droitwich  ae  part  of  the  long  term  scheme 
for  supplying  the  Southern  Parishes  and  North  Claines.  There  was 
a shortage  of  Water  in  Himbleton  and  Earls  Common  during  the 
summer  and  assurances  were  given  that  a start  would  be  made  on 
the  Southern  Parishes  Scheme  early  in  1960.  A bulk-supply  is  at 
present  afforded  by  the  Corporation  of  Woi-c ester  to  the  parishes 
of  North  Claines,  Hindlip,  Martin  Hussingcree  and  Salwarpe.  The 
Company  has  taken  over  this  area,  but  intends  to  lay  mains  and 
provide  their  own  supply  to  these  parishes  by  1961. 

The  Council  obtained  approval  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  to  provide  an  extension  of  the  water 
mains  from  Ombersley  to  serve  Holt  Fleet,  Oldfield,  Sinton  Lane 
and  Suddington.  This  work  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Council, 
but  the  extension  to  Uphampton  is  to  be  carried  out  later  by  the 
Company  as  it  involves  the  construction  of  a pumping  station. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks 
Company  is  drawn  from  four  boreholes  close  to  the  Lickey  Hills 
near  Eromsgrove.  Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  weekly  and 
the  results  for  16th  November,  1959  are  submitted  below:-

The  Council  ente"’..:'  into  an  agreGment  with  Kiddenminster 
Rural  District  for  the  provision  of  a joint  sevrerage  scheme 
for  the  Summerfield  area  which  lies  on  the  fringe  of  the  parish 
of  Hartlebury.  Over  1,000  yds  » of  sewers  v/ere  laid  along 
Stanklyn  Lane,  Summerfield  Lane  and  Kidderminster  Road,  a 
pumnine:  station  bein^?  constructed  to  dischange  sewage  to  the 
Kidderminster  Disposal  Works,  A scheme  has  also  i-een  prepared 
by  the  Consulting  Engineer  for  the  sewerage  of  ;.ra)ther  part 
of  Hartlebury  parish,  by  means  of  an  Ejector  S'-a'-ion  in  Moors 
Avenue  discharging  sewage  into  existing  sewers  '■  a inn  Lane  from 
the  Station  Road  ai’ea,  and  the  Kidderminster  Hoad,  near  the 
Talbot  Iniic  This  scheme  is  awaiting  Biinlsterial  approval. 

The  village  of  Tibberton  has  been  vra.iting  foi'  a Sewage  Disposal 
scheme  for  sometime.  Origina.Hy  it  was  proposed  uo  connect  private 
houses  to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  plant  orovided  for  the 
Council  houses,  but  the  Consulting  Engineer  has  now  been  asked 
to  prenare  a new  scheme. 


The  Hanbury  Sewerage  and  Sevjage  Dispos'-.  l scheme  is  held  up 
while  a new  site  is  foijind  for  the  Disposal  ■vv,.x.'‘lrs  farther  away 
fro'T"  the  road.  No  agreement  has  yet  been  reached  with  regard 
to  building  in  this  village  which  may  be  released  from  the  "Green 
Belt"  restrictions. 


Fortunately  some  progress  is  being  made  with  the  laying  of 
sewers  in  Uph'^mpton  and  Oldfield.  It^has  Is-.^n  agreed  that  the 
sewer  shou].d  bo  extended  to  provide  fob  the  'bi^viiterers  ilrms 
Caravan  Site.  These  sewers  will  drain  towar-'Js  the  Ombersley 
Disposal  Works.

4,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A scheme  to  ■p^o^'■ide  for  an  overall  improvement  in  the 
Refuse  Collection  '■■A:,"'ice  was  approved  in  November  1958,  and 
is  now  being  brought  into  oneration.  A weekly  collection  service 
has  always  been  opex-ated  in  the  larger  villages  but  this  should 
incornorate  some  of  the  smaller  villages  and  provide  a fortnightly 
service  to  the  more  outlying  parts  of  the  District.  With  four 
vehicles  in  service  it  should  be  possible  to  -■'’aiuce  the  amount 
of  overtime  worked  but  additi^rnal  demands  arc  "-'Iv/ays  being  made.

The  report 
shown  over  the  page  is  therefore  for  a p./xi of  9 months 
only,  the  period  from  January  to  March;  1 ‘!:9  already  having 
been  published.  Now  that  this  Council  is  I'esponsible  for  all 
Agricultural  premises  the  figures  for  inspection  and  treatment 
have  been  practically  doubled  (in  this  column)  whereas  for 
dwelling  houses  and  business  premises  they  remain  much  the  same.

2.  S3-um  Clearance 

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  has  virtually  been 
completed  in  the  follov/ing  parishes 

Crowle,  Doddlerhill  (except  Causeway  Meadows)  Doverdale,  Elmbridge, 

Elm ley  Lovett,  Hampton  Lovett,  Hindlip,  Huddington,  Martin  Hussingtree 
Oddingley,  Ombersley, -Stock  and  Bradley,  Tibberton,  Upton  Warren 
and  Warndon, 

Work  remains  to  be  done  in  the  Parishes  of^Hanbury,  Hartlebury 
Himbleton,  North  Claines  and  Salwarpe. 

It  was  estimated  in  1956  that  197  houses  were  classified  as 
unfit,  of  which  126  needed  to  be  replaced.  The  following  table  shows 
that  substantial  progress  has  been  made  towards  this  end.  It  is 
obvious  that  a number  of  scattered  dwellings  will  have  become 
substandard  since  that  date,  and  further  proposals  will  have  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Minister  on  completion  of  the  present  programme. 


The  only  difficulty  encountered  is  the  reluctance  of  owners 
to  demolish  empty  properties  and  this  is  eventually  being  done  in 
default  by  the  Surveyor.
